Although Minister Egan’s cable- 
gram. officially indicates the success 
of what he describes as the revolution, 
he bas not yet informed the depart- 
ment that a State govern.nent has 
been set up that may be recognized 
as the government or people’s repre- 
sentative of the cotfntry. Accord- 
-lagiy; the departtiient 
await further detailed 
from the Minister before according 
formal recognition to the new govern- 
ment.

Frosts 
occurred in the extreme Northwest 
about the 20th, but the wheat crop 
was 80 well advanced that only a very 
slight damage occurred in the extreme 


North Dakota. The frosts reached 
the northern boundary of Iowa, but 
reports generally indicate no material 
injury resulted to the corn crop. 
Preceding the occurrance of these 
frosts, warnings were sent out by this 
service to the cranberry and tobacco 
regions of Wisconsin, which enabled 
the farmers to take the usual precau- 
tions to prevent injury to these crops. 


Reports indicate the frosts were quite 
severe in the eposed localities of this 
region and that the cranberry crop 
was injured, although doubtless much 
benefit must have resulted from the 
frost warnings. 

The rain-fall was greater than usual 
in the interior of New England and} 
the middle Atlantic States. The rain- 
fall was also in excess from the lake 
region westward to the Pacific Coast, 
along the northern boundary of the 
United States and in the States of the 
Central Mississippi valley. Portions 
of Texas and Colorado also report lim- 
ited areas of excessive rain.

MOLECULES AND SPAUCES. 


A Simple Experiment That Seems to Ea- 
tablish the Atomic Theory. 

According to the-atomi¢ theory, all 
matter is composed of susall particles 
of matter called molecules. Between 
the méiecules are spaees called pores, 
much larger than the molecules them- 
selves.

FRANKINCENSE AND MYRRH. 


Products of Arabia and India and 
Used in Sacred Castoms. 

“One frequently hears of frankin- 
cense and myrrh,’’ said a botanist to 
a GAZETTE reporter, ‘‘but few people 
Both are gum 
resins obtained from trees. That from 
which frankincense is derived grows 
chiefly in Arabia, though it is also 
found in certain parts of India and 
elsewhere... On the coast of Adel it is 
said to be sprouting from between 
marble rock, without soil, appearing 
to spring from a mass of substance re- 
sembling a mixture of lime and mor- 
tar. The purer the marble the tiner 
the growth of the plant. 

“Myrrh is the gum of a tree that 
grows in southwestern Asia. Until 
within the present century its botani- 
cal source was in some degree a mys- 
tery. The plant in question is scrubby, 
not exceeding twelye feet in height. 


Itis from what is called the Somali 


country that the product is chiefly ob- 
tained, being sent toa great aunual 
fair at Berbera, where it is bought 
up by agents of East India merchants. 
Bombay and Aden are the chief cen- 
ters of the trade. 

“Once a year the Queen of Great 
Britain, on the occasion of the Feast 
of Epiphany, makes an offering of 
gold, frankincense and myrrh at the 
Chapel Royal, London. This custom 
has been pursued since the time of 
Edwardl. Taken medicinally, myrrh 
is believed to act favorably upon the 
appetite and digestion. It also hasa 
special effect upon the mucuus mem- 
brane, so that people use it toharden 
oo which are readily made to bleed 

y the toothbrush.’’

BITTERFLIES GATHING. 


A Lemarkable Sith: Witnessed in Aas- 
tralls. 

Itis commonly thoutht that buttcr- 
flies dread waterasa fine lady dreads 
rain; but cvidently this is not truc in 
Australia. 

The case of an Australian butterfly 
deliberately entering the water to take 
a bathis recorded by M. G. Lycll, Jr,, 
in the Victoria Naturalist. Hc saw it 
alicht close tothe water, into which it 
backed till the whole of the body and 
the lower part of the hind wings were 
submerged, the two fore-legs alonc re- 
tainin? their holdof the dry land. After 
remaining in this position for something 
like half a minute it flew away, appar- 
ently refreshed. 

Mr. Lycll says: “During the morning 
I noticed a number doing the same 
thing. In onc instance no less than 
four were to be secn within a space of 
not more than three yards, and ts malrs 
sure that I was not deeeived I captured 
soveralas they rose +:om the water, 
and found in cach caso the voly and 
lower cdge of the hind win7s quits wet. 
While in tne water the luuttcring of the 
wings, so noticeable at other times, 
was suspended, and so intent were the 
butterflies in the enjoyment of their 
cold bath that they could hardly move, 
even when actually touche! by tho not. 
Apparently the heat of the weather 
drove them down to the water, as im- 
mediately upon emerging they flew up 
avain to the hillsides.” 

Butterflies are often seen apparently 
sucking in the moisture around the 
cdge cf pools; but they have never be- 
fore been secn actually to enter the 
watcr.
